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Easter 1986 


Easter 1986 may be the last of the type. From 1987, 
Victorian schools will be working a 4-term year, in 
which the Easter holiday will be lengthened to become 
the term-one holiday. The effect on Easter traffic is not 
readily predicted, but it may reduce the sharp travel 
peak. While there were many similarities with the 
operation of Easter 1985, there were also many varia- 
tions. Once again, traffic was handled using only the 
permanent carriage fleet; there are no nonaircondi- 
tioned wooden cars left in traffic. Two of the three 
spare N sets were rostered, and one of the two spare H 
sets (although it needn’t have been used). Two spare 
DERMs were used: one to replace an unavailable 
DRC, and the other to run a late-night service, which 
could have been worked with an H set. 

Easter trains again reflected the state of evolution of 
the regular timetable. New equipment introduced since 
Easter 1985 included the balance of the A class locos 
(11 in service now), the balance of the H sets and of P 
class locos (13 of each in service now), and the first 
eight of the N class locos. Two VBK first-class carriages 
have been transferred from standard gauge to broad 
gauge, and the first had been converted to an ACZ and 
was running for this Easter. The last two AS carriages 
were converted to BS carriages during the year. Equip- 
ment withdrawn included the last two nonaircondi- 
tioned carriage sets, one wooden airconditioned 
sleeper and some B, L and S class locos. The two 
wooden railmotor trailers were not used over Easter, 
but were still on hand in the depot. Three of 1985s 
problems had been solved for 1986: there was no 
locomotive shortage, there was no restriction on the 
number of sleeping cars which could be used (so the 
extra Mildura train had three) and there was no rep- 
lacement of scheduled railmotors with buses. 

Since 1985 there has been considerable rearrange- 
ment of carriage sets and rosters. The Z sets were 
remarshalled into two groups: three sets with two BZ 
saloon economy carriages for use on the Vinelander 
and midday Bendigo and evening Albury; and five sets 
with two BS compartment economy carriages for 
Geelong, Bairnsdale and the evening Warrnambool. N 
sets replaced Z sets on the Swan Hill and morning and 
midday Albury runs. Two compartment Z sets have 
now been given a third BS carriage to increase capacity 
on the Geelong and Bairnsdale lines. The midday 
Shepparton train has been cancelled, and an evening 
Traralgon service now commences from Flinders St 
instead of Spencer St. 

‘Black Thursday’, 27.3.86, was given a regular Fri- 
day service, with extra trains to Warrnambool, 
Mildura, Cobram, Albury and Bairnsdale, plus an 
extension of a regular train from Ballarat to Dimboola. 

On the Warrnambool line, the 1985 rearrangement 
of sets was not repeated, and there was no empty work- 
ing back to Geelong. The Thursday night 19 55 extra 
train returned as a second set on the Friday morning 
Up. The 15 20 South Geelong ran with two sets instead 
of one, increasing capacity in the early peak. On Friday 
the 8 35 Warrnambool ran with only one set, but there 
was an extra train at 12 40. The Geelong service was 
given a 90-minute frequency, requiring only two sets 
(the normal Saturday timetable is a 60-minute three- 
set one). On Saturday, several trains were extended to 
South Geelong for football traffic. Sunday was normal. 
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Monday was given a Saturday timetable, with an addi- 
tional 12 40 Down and 17 00 Up Warrnambool. Tues- 
day was normal but with the 1710 Down South 
Geelong cancelled. 


On the Serviceton line, the running of an extra train 
to Bacchus Marsh has become part of the permanent 
timetable. The 16 20 was not cut back, as the Bendigo 
line did not need an extra H set. The 1615 Down 
Ballarat and 18 5O Up were run with a spare H set to 
release the N set to run on the 15 20 Down South 
Geelong and 18 30 Down Bendigo. The Vinelander Z 
set could have been used. 


As in 1985, the 19 30 Ballarat ran with two sets, one 
of which continued to Dimboola as an extra. On Fri- 
day, a normal Saturday timetable was used. The 7.45 
Up Ballarat was run with two sets to form the 10 05 
Albury extra. To provide a set for the 11 45 Up, the 
extra set at Dimboola was brought back as far as 
Ballarat on the 6 45 Up. The 7 55 Down Dimboola ran 
with two sets. Saturday was normal. Sunday was nor- 
mal but the 16 15 Down Ballarat was cancelled. Mon- 
day was given a Saturday timetable, with an extra Bac- 
chus Marsh service each way in the evening and with 
extra sets on the 1230 Down Ballarat, to continue 
empty to Deep Lead Loop to form a 17 05 Up extra 
from Stawell for the Stawell Gift traffic. Tuesday was 
normal. On the Mildura line, the extra train ran at 
21 15 because the regular train is now 22 05. The extra 
conveyed three wooden airconditioned sleeping cars, 
and crossed the Vinelander at Cope Cope. Although 
other lines had Saturday timetables over Easter, the 
Vinelander continued to run on each night except 
Saturday night. 


On the Swan Hill line, a normal Friday timetable was 
run on Thursday night, and the increase in capacity 
came by running two N sets on the 13 50 Bendigo 
(both out of the spares pool), leaving the Vinelander Z 
set idle; and by running two N sets on the 18 30 Ben- 
digo (by taking one from the 16 15 Ballarat, which was 
run with a spare H set instead). The two sets from the 
18 30 Down returned to Melbourne empty overnight. 
Friday was given a normal Saturday timetable. The 
8 35 Down Bendigo was run with two N sets, one of 
which continued to Swan Hill as an extra. There was an 
extra 11 50 Down Kyneton. Saturday was normal, with 
an extra 1150 Down Kyneton. Sunday was normal, 
but the 16 10 Down Bendigo was cancelled. Monday 
was given a Saturday timetable, with an extra 11 50 
Down Kyneton and with two evening Sunbury rail- 
motors. Tuesday was normal. 


On the Albury and Cobram lines, there was an extra 
Cobram at 2000, obtained by turning round the set 
from a Cobram arrival, and an extra 2040 Albury, 
obtained by turning round the 2002 Albury arrival. 
The sets from the 19 30 Albury and the 20 40 Albury 
returned empty overnight. On Friday, a normal Satur- 
day service ran, with an extra 1005 Albury run with 
two sets. Sunday was normal, but the 15 05 Up Albury 
was cancelled. Monday was given a Saturday service, 
plus midday Down and Up Albury trains and with the 
midday Down Seymour run as a pass. and continuing 
to Shepparton to form a 15 30 Up extra. There was also 
an extra 17 00 Up Seymour. The Tuesday service was 
normal, plus an extra 12 35 Up Wangaratta, formed by 
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8 45 Down empty cars, and an extra 12 30 Up Sheppar- 
ton, formed by 9 30 Down empty cars. 


On the Bairnsdale line, the 9 00 Flinders St - Tra- 
ralgon was not extended to Sale. The 17 50 Down is 
now a Traralgon train on Fridays always, and so was 
run on Thursday night. The 19 55 extra Bairnsdale was 
formed by an Up Traralgon. On Friday, a normal 
Saturday timetable was used. The Down Gippslander 
ran with two sets. The morning Up Bairnsdale brought 
back two sets. Saturday was normal. Sunday was nor- 
mal but the 1415 Up Bairnsdale commenced at Tra- 
ralgon at 16 05. Monday was given a Saturday service, 
with an extra 1705 Up Bairnsdale. Tuesday was nor- 
mal. 

On the Leongatha line, there were no extra trains. 
Friday had a Saturday service. Monday had a Saturday 
service with the 15 40 Up altered to 1735 and the 
18 26 Down altered to 20 15. Tuesday was normal, but 
with the 15 40 Up and 18 26 altered as for Monday. 

On the MTA Stony Point line there was no through 


H set this year, as the timetable has been changed to 
run all services with the locally-based DRC-MTH. 


BLACK THURSDAY 


There was much worry that shunters would call a sud- 
den strike, as they had done so on the preceding two 
nights. However this did not happen. Black Thursday 
was again black, but for a non-rail reason — during the 
afternoon a bomb was exploded in Russell St, leading 
to the death of a policewoman and the injuries of 
others. Soon after 15 30 the underground was closed 


and suburban services were dislocated. This may have 
had some effect on country departures. Locomotives 
were arriving very promptly for all departures. The 
only delays occurred in the main part of the peak — the 
pilot docking sets to platforms 7 and 8 became later 
and later, and the 16 44 and 17 10 Geelong line trains 
were delayed. When the 17 19 Sunbury was docked 
late, it was held to follow the 17 44 Swan Hill; however 
it had docked in front of the 17 26 Dimboola, which 
was then badly delayed. Switching the 17 19 to plat- 
form 6 would have been a better move, as then only 
the 17 47 Ballarat would have been affected. The loco 
from the 15 52 Traralgon arrival was faulty, and was 
sent to Dynon, passing Spencer St at 16 55. A replace- 
ment loco for the 16 50 Traralgon passed Spencer St at 
16 48. In an era when most equipment is orange, it was 
nice to see blue B65 and blue X31 running the two blue 
sets on the Geelong line. A now-rare sight occurred at 
21 05, with three blue sets adjacent: in platform 2 was 
the K set, which had arrived empty from Geelong; in 
platform 3 was the rake of three blue airconditioned 
wooden sleepers on the extra Mildura and in platform 
5 was the E set waiting to form the 23 30 Geelong. At 
20 00 there was a spectacular triple parallel departure: 
the Aurora from platform 1, the Cobram extra from 
platform 3, and the Warrnambool extra from platform 
7. The upper foyer of the terminal building had a major 
railway union cultural display, mainly of NSW items. 
Loose notices were scattered around the station wish- 
ing passengers a happy Easter from the ARU, and stat- 
ing that railway problems have been caused by staff 
cuts.

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G Class 


The construction and delivery of the second batch has 
become somewhat confused, as the locos are being 
built in SA for two gauges, with delivery via two 
routes, further adjustments being made in NSW and 
trials and operations on three systems. The first five Gs 
were rushed through by transferring production 
intended to be AN BL class locos to become G class 
instead. The ten locos G516-G525 have some design 
differences. Nov.85 Railway Digest (p.345) mentions 
that the marker lights have been changed from vertical 
to horizontal; double-arm double-blade windscreen 
wipers have been fitted; the multiple-unit receptacle 
has been placed lower by recessing it into the anti- 
climb fluting,; semi-permanent multiple-unit cables 
have been fitted (whatever this means — it doesn’t 
show in photographs); an ARI6A alternator is fitted 
instead of the smaller AR11 as the later batch is 
intended for higher-speed service and generator transi- 
tion cuts in at 40 km/h (whatever this means). G516- 
G519 were intended for standard gauge operation and 
the others for broad gauge operation, but events 
changed this. 

G516: was transferred from Rosewater to Mile End on 
broad gauge works bogies on Fri.27.9.85, and was 
placed on standard gauge bogies on Sat.28.9 (Nov.85 
Catchpoint has a photo). On Tues.1.10 it ran a light 
engine trial from Mile End to Two Wells and return, 
and then on Wed.2.10 it had a load trial by hauling an

evening Dry Creek - Alice Springs goods as far as Port 
Augusta (Newsrail Dec.85 p.367 has photos). On 
Thurs.3.10 it hauled dead GM35 and GM19 and goods 
loading from Port Augusta to Dry Creek. The delivery 
run commenced on Sat.12.10; 702-G516 hauled the 
7.15 Dry Creek - Broken Hill goods, arriving at 21 30. 
G516 then hauled 8518 freight solo, arriving at Parkes 
at 13 00 on Sun.13.10. 8039 was attached behind the G 
to assist as far as Orange; then the G continued and 
arrived at Delec in the early hours of Mon.14.10. It was 
sent to Chullora to be weighed (Digest Nov.85 p.332), 
and then ran light to Bathurst on Tues.15.10 for 
further work at the Clyde factory at Kelso. This work 
was delayed by some dispute, and caused the next two 
Gs to be held in Adelaide for several weeks, and the 
next to be outshopped for broad gauge. 


G516 was worked light to Sydney in time to run 
1491 Cooks River - Albury express goods (a morning 
departure) on Tues.19.11. Photographer Leon Oberg 
was alert and obtained photos between Picton and 
Moss Vale (Newsrail Mar.86 p.75, Digest Feb.86 
p.49). During this trip it ran low on fuel, as it had not 
been possible to fuel in Sydney. NSW and Victoria 
have different fuel connections. As the G was to work 
north again, Albury loco depot borrowed a connection 
from Wodonga and sent it north with the G, which 
hauled the northbound Southern Aurora departing 
Albury just after midnight on Wed.20.11. This also was

a well photographed run (Feb. Digest p.36, Feb. 
Newsrail p.63). G516 was photographed at Eveleigh 
that day (Apr. Newsrail p.109), then returned to 
Bathurst by Sun.24.11 (Jan.86 Newsrail p.19). After 
another three weeks, it returned to Sydney on 
Mon.16.12 leading 4494 on an Up goods. On 
Tues.17.12, it had a further load trial, running to 
Broadmeadows with 423 goods and returning that 
evening with 6190 goods. The delivery run’s final 
phase came on Wed.18.12. G516 hauled 1491 express 
goods again, being overtaken at Moss Vale by the 
Riverina Express (Feb. Newsrail p.34). At Albury, the 
G stayed on the train, but was hauled dead by a 422 to 
Dynon. It was photographed by John Buckland on 
Sun.22.12 (Feb. Newsrail p.34). 

On Tues.18.2.86, G516 returned to NSW being 
hauled dead to Bathurst (135 t load). It was coupled 
behind 8036 on 3492 goods, departing Albury at 17 15 
for Enfield. On Thurs.20.2, it was hauled by electric 
4632 on 1517 goods at 10 42 from Enfield to Lithgow 
for onforwarding to Bathurst. 


G517: ran its light engine test from Mile End to Two 
Wells and return on Fri.25.10.85. It was held at Mile 
End for several weeks, and ran a load trial on 
Wed.20.11 by hauling the 15 40 No.4289 Dry Creek - 
Port Augusta goods with a load of 34 bogie wagons. It 
arrived back in Adelaide next day, being hauled dead 
by GM19-GM17 on 5260 goods. After another month 
of lying idle, it hauled the 22 20 No.4361 Dry Creek - 
Alice Springs goods as far as Port Augusta on 
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Wed.11.12. It arrived back in Adelaide next day lead- 
ing CL6 on a goods, which included dead loco 603 and 
46 bogie wagons. Another month followed before 
delivery commenced. On Mon.13.1.86, G518-G517 
hauled dead locos 705-602-703-953 and 30 bogie 
wagons on the 20 10 No.2343 Dry Creek - Broken Hill 
goods. The Gs continued hauling 8956 Broken Hill - 
Enfield express goods, and the front cover of March 
Digest shows the train at Raglan on Wed.15.1. Both 
Gs were weighed at Chullora on Thurs.16.1. On 
Fri.17.1, they returned to Clyde by working a 234 
tonne load on 1517 goods, departing Enfield at 9 58 for 
Lithgow, where they continued light to Kelso. G517 
emerged on Wed.19.2 and at Bathurst was coupled in 
front of G520 (making its delivery run) and 8027 on 
8526 Broken Hill - Enfield express goods. The 80 was 
detached at Lithgow. On arrival at Enfield there were 3 
Gs present, as G516 was there en route from 
Melbourne to Bathurst. G517 and G520 got no further 
than Enfield, and were towed dead back to Bathurst, 
departing Enfield on Wed.26.2 in 1551 goods to 
Lithgow, then in 7551 goods (hauled by 44219) to 
Bathurst. By the end of April, G517 was in NSW for 
crew training as a prelude to through working of V/ 
Line G class locos and NSW 81 class locos on 
Melbourne - Sydney services. 


G518: ran its light engine test from Mile End to Two 
Wells and return on Tues.19.11.85. Although Railway 
Digest claims that a load trial was made, this went 
unreported in the two SA magazines. G518 was held in

Adelaide while delivery problems with G516 were 
solved, and made its delivery run with G517 (see 
above). After entering Clyde’s works at Kelso on 
Fri.17.1, G518 emerged with NSW loco 8136 on 
Wed.12.2, and the pair was towed by 4910 to Lithgow. 
8136 then led G518 on 8958 goods to Enfield. On 
Fri.14.2, G518 continued its delivery by hauling 1491 
express goods, but failed at Mittagong. 8136 was taken 
from an Up wheat train and hauled the G and its load 
to Albury. G518 returned to NSW on Tues.4.3, being 
hauled by 42106 on 3454 Albury - Flemington New 
Markets goods. On Wed.5.3, it was hauled as far as 
Bathurst on the 1 30 No.1169 Enfield - Cobar goods, 
ie was worked as far as Lithgow by electric loco 
3. 

G519: was delivered on broad gauge bogies because of 
the delays to the standard gauge Gs. It ran a light 
engine trial to Gawler on Wed.11.12.85. On 
Thurs.19.12 it began its delivery run by hauling the 
16 55 No.2697 Mile End - Melbourne express goods, 
but failed at Belair and returned to Rosewater. It 
departed again on Fri.20.12, leading two 930s on 2697 
express goods. Next day it traversed Victoria as the 
fourth unit on 9130 express goods (S317-S304-X45- 
G519, see Feb.86 Newsrail p.45). It was photographed 
again at South Dynon on Sun.12.1.86 (Mar. 86 
Newsrail p.90). 

G520: was delivered on standard gauge instead of 


broad gauge to compensate for the change with G519. 
It ran a light engine trial from Mile End to Two Wells 
and return on Wed.12.2.86, and was noted at Mile End 
loco depot on Sat.15.2. It was the third loco numbered 
520 to be built in SA, and all three were in the State on 
this day (steam loco 520 at the Steam Ranger Dry 
Creek depot, and diesel shunter 520). On Mon.17.2, 
G520 departed on its delivery run hauling dead locos 
944-703 and 37 bogie wagons on the 20 10 No.2343 
Dry Creek - Broken Hill goods. On Tues.18.2, it left 
Broken Hill at 11 30 hauling 8526 express goods. Next 
day it attached 8027 trailing at Parkes and then GS17 at 
Bathurst, and the journey to Sydney and back to 
Bathurst is detailed above. G520 is in NSW for crew 
training. 

G521: was delivered on broad gauge bogies as planned, 
and ran a light engine trial from Gillman to Gawler and 
return on Fri.14.2. Its delivery run was on Mon.17.2 
(the same day as G520 departed via a different route) 
trailing behind BL32 on the 16 55 No.2697 Mile End - 
Melbourne express goods, with a load equal to 75 
vehicles. 


G522: was sighted at Bank Box Loop on an Up Jet on 
what is believed to have been its Delivery run behind 
BL32 on Fri.7.3.86. 


G523: was at Dynon on Sun.20.4.86.

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Memories of Tait Hunting 


NICHOLAS EDDY AND DAVID ATKINSON 


As myself and a friend are both avid Tait enthusiasts, 
we decided to gather a few photos and collect a little of 
Tait history. 

Rattlers were thought to be efficient from their 
birth, and although seventy-five years has passed since 
then, they were still regarded as satisfactory at the time 
of their withdrawal. They had a great safety record and 
were very reliable. This was well proven even before 
World War 2 when a shortage of country rollingstock 
led to the use of G-cars to carry passengers on country 
lines in peak hours. 

Since this, they have proven themselves as worthy 
of serving Melbournians; but with the introduction of 
the Hitachi rollingstock in 1972 the present genera- 
tions were lucky not to see the end of the Tait era there 
and then. Alas, time eventually caught up with the 
Rattlers and, with the introduction of the Comeng 
sets, they were first scheduled to be withdrawn during 
1980/81, and later by the end of 1983; but eventually 
living on until the end of 1984, when the last seven 
trains were found to have asbestos in the brakeblocks. 

We know the Rattlers only had a couple of years left 
in revenue service, but it was quite a shock that they 
were withdrawn so abruptly. 

Whenever there was even a thought of a trip into the 
city, we always made sure that there was a camera and 
film on hand. The lines we mainly travelled on in Taits 
were St Kilda, Sandringham and Alamein. 

Even though the modern type of rollingstock has 
been successfully introduced to metropolitan lines, 
they are yet to prove themselves as reliable as the ear- 
lier type Tait rollingstock. 

Our latest encounter with Tait trains lead us to the 
Newport Workshops. Upon arrival we were disap- 
pointed to learn that we were not allowed to enter the 
yards without permits. Our perseverance encouraged 


us to travel back to Spencer St. After going in and out 
of offices, we were finally given the go ahead to enter 
the yards. Several hours later we arrived back at 
Newport Workshops. 


Entering the first carriage (a trailer), we found the 
condition of the interior fairly decent. Everything 
seemed to be in its correct position with exception of 
light globes and a few of the strap handles (for standing 
passengers). This doesn’t seem too bad, considering 
the trains have been stabled for about twelve months. 
Next we inspected most of the driver’s cabs and found 
that a lot of the instruments in the driving comparment 
itself and other interior fittings had either been 
removed or badly damaged. Most of the motor car- 
riages were in shocking condition, for example slashed 
seats, some having even been displaced. A lot of the 
light fittings were either destroyed or just not there at 
all. Next were the windows or what was left of them. 
The cause of this was bricks or rocks inside the car- 
riages. It was astonishing to see the amount of glass 
either inside or outside the carriages. The exteriors of 
the carriages were usually in a better state than the 
interiors although the paintwork on some of the car- 
riages had faded slightly. Some of the Rattler’s pan- 
tographs, bogies, motors, buffers and horns had been 
removed; but on most of the carriages these features 
remain. Surprisingly, most of the Rattlers still have 
destination rolls, door handles, hand rails and couplers. 


Seeing the Tait rollingstock at Newport, it is a big 
disappointment to see how many have deteriorated 
after the twelve months since the blackbanning on 
27th December, 1984 (due to asbestos in the brake- 
blocks). On the other hand, some of the Rattlers 
looked almost as if they could be ‘‘fired up’’ and driven 
away.

My wife and I have rarely spent Christmas at home for 
the past few years, and 1985 was no exception. A 
V/Line package tour seemed just the thing for a 
change; friends thought the same and so six seats were 
booked in September. It took a little effort to get seat 
and car numbers onto the tickets in early December: 
perhaps these matters are better conducted at Spencer 
St than your friendly local station.

December did not provide the most pleasant 
weather, and the 25th was no exception, but it was 
alright inside car C, 270BZ. The rest of the consist was 
— X52-266BZ-221BRS (no refreshments) 253ACZ 
and D347. After an ontime departure at 09 30 and a 
pick-up stop at Sunshine, a crew change was made at 
Rockbank from 09 59 to 10 02, X31 and X48 being on 
the Up pass. 10 08-10 10 was spent at Melton and Bac- 
chus Marsh was reached 11 minutes later. Here 5SRM 
was on the turntable road, RM61 and 33MT nearby, 
and three H sets in the yard. After one minute, we set 
off again. At Ballan at 10 50 , a crew change took place 
with an Up goods, headed by BL31, took 10 minutes. 
Ballarat, where the train terminated was reached at 
11 27, about 10 late. 

Here our near car-full was spread over two buses. 
One of the first facts imparted by our helpful driver 
was that the clock in the station tower had been operat- 
ing for three days.

Bid to cut freight costs: V/Line was ‘ripping off” grain 
growers in areas without rail or central receival points, 
according to farmers in western Victoria. 

Committee member of the Horsham South branch 
of the Victorian Farmers and Graziers Association, Mr 
Neville McIntyre, said growers were being charged 
$19.95 a tonne freight from the Noradjuha silo, but V/ 
Line was emptying the silo by road for $10.50 a tonne. 
“It’s time the difference was passed on to growers, not 
used to subsidise some government department”’, Mr 
McIntyre said. 

The Horsham South branch was calling for deregula- 
tion of transport in areas without rail or central receival 
points. A resolution to next month’s VFGA annual 
grains conference would call for total freight deregula- 
tion for the whole south-west corner of Victoria. 

Mr McIntyre said a prototype B-type road train dis- 
played in Victoria by Fleet X Press could be the answer 
to the crippling freight costs farmers had to pay. The 
road train had a payload of 37 tonnes and could also 
carry grain from anywhere in Victoria. ‘“‘It is dra- 
matically cheaper, capable of reducing freight costs by 
up to 40 per cent’’, Mr. McIntyre said. 

It costs $20.45 to rail grain from Horsham to Port- 
land and $12 a tonne by road. It could put up to an 
extra $10 a tonne in grain growers’ pockets. Mr McIn- 
tyre said he understood V/Line had called for a 
demonstration of the system. 

‘Tam very suspicious that the Government wants a 
demonstration. I hope they aren’t expecting to use 
road trains on closed railways and still charge growers 
rail freight rates’, he said. (Weekly Times, IBB) 


V/Line deficit leaps $20 million: V/Line has added 
an extra $20 million to this year’s projected deficit — 
boosting the expected loss to $179 million. The 
Transport Minister, Mr Roper, described the extra loss 
as disastrous, but insisted it was a one-off situation. 

He said a poor wheat harvest, costly industrial dis- 
putes over changes to shunting procedures and the loss 
of freight customers had contributed to the extra loss. 
The loss was revealed after the Opposition Transport 
Spokesman, Mr Brown, told Parliament Transport 
Ministry officials, it upgraded their deficit forecast by 
$36 million. 

Mr Roper said V/Line had suffered a bad commer- 
cial period, but the actual loss was $20 million. Mr 
Brown said much of the loss was caused by cancelled 
freight accounts. BHP and Australia Post recently can- 
celled their accounts citing V/Line’s poor industrial 
relations record. 

Mr Brown said the loss meant the Transport Minis- 
try was certain to have a total deficit of $6 million this 
financial year. Mr Roper stressed V/Line had kept 
expenditure under budget. He expected finances to 
improve when the shunting dispute was resolved, but 
Mr Brown predicted further industrial strife as he said 
internal documents showed V/Line was committed to 
reducing staffing levels by 2000. He said V/Line’s 
industrial record had been hopeless since May last year 
when Mr Roper came to office. (Sun, IBB) 


Trains take an upmarket line: Interstate trains could 
soon have cinemas, conference carriages and casinos 
as part of a new Strategy to attract passengers. The 
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executive director of Railways of Australia, Mr 
Michael Schrader, said long-distance trains had to 
move ‘upmarket’ to challenge the discount fares 
offered by air lines and bus companies. 

But despite the many improvements planned, Mr 
Schrader said there was little hope of railways making 
their long distance passenger trains profitable. Mr 
Schrader said the aim of improving the services was to 
maintain existing passenger numbers and perhaps get 
closer to financial break-even ‘‘But I don’t think 
anybody will make a profit running a passenger rail ser- 
vice’’, he said. 

Mr Schrader told the Ansett travel and transport wri- 
ters’ seminar in Ballarat that interstate train trips were 
being marketed as part of a holiday adventure, rather 
than just as transport to holiday destinations. He said 
railway executives were aiming improved services at 
people who could not afford to fly, but did not want to 
travel interstate by bus. ‘‘In between those two groups 
there are people who appreciate that trains are much 
more comfortable than coaches and cheaper or com- 
parable in price to air travel’’, Mr Schrader said. 

“You have an opportunity to relax on a train and 
arrive refreshed at your destination. We’re trying to tell 
people that getting there is half the fun, so we’re pro- 
viding more to keep them happy along the way.’? Mr 
Schrader, whose group includes the chief executives of 
all state railways, said Australia National, which oper- 
ates South Australia’s trains, was building a special car- 
riage for use as a mobile boardroom to attract new 
business to trains. 

He said Australian National also had considered 
building a ‘casino car’ which would include poker 
machines, but had yet to decide whether to proceed 
with the project. In other states, video movies had 
been put in carriages on some long distance trains, and 
railways were considering building separate entertain- 
ment cars with movie screens and bars, Mr Schrader 
said. 

“Catering services on long distance trains were also 
being improved with the introduction of fine wines and 
wider menus’’, he said. Pates and smoked salmon were 
being introduced on the Southern Aurora between 
Melbourne and Sydney to help boost business. 
Although V/Line has no plans to introduce casino or 
boardroom cars, it is planning to introduce video 
movies and install airline-style entertainment channels 
in seat consoles on Melbourne - Sydney trains. 

V/Line also plans to spend $45 million on three 
high-speed luxury trains, the first of which is due for 
delivery in 1988, and is considering an airline-style 
refreshment service in which passengers would be 
served at their seats. (Age, IBB) 


More go by rail: V/Line passenger journeys in rural 
Victoria had increased by 18 per cent in the past two 
years, the Transport Minister, Mr Roper, said. Mr 
Roper said that so far this financial year, country rail 
patronage was up by seven per cent. V/Line revenue 
has also improved in the past financial year, reaching 
$3.2 million for passenger services without any 
increase in fares, he said. (PC) 


Top rail links losing $11 million: Australia’s busiest 
freight rail line — between Melbourne and Albury — is 
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losing at least $3 million a year. And Victoria’s major 
interstate trains — the Spirit of Progress, the Southern 
Aurora and the I/ntercapital Daylight — are losing 
more than $8 million a year. 


They are just two of the grim statistics facing rail 
authorities, according to the deputy director-general of 
transport, Mr Stewart Joy. Speaking at a transport 
seminar in Melbourne, Mr Joy said railways were fail- 
ing to meet the Federal Government’s requirement 
that freight trains recover 100 per cent of their costs. 
“‘Material recently required by the Interstate Commis- 
sion shows the scale of the problem on Australia’s 
most dense intercapital freight flow: the standard gauge 
line between Melbourne and Albury’’, he said. 


‘*Present freight revenue is about $22 million and 
train running and terminal costs amount to $25.3 mil- 
lion — a negative contribution of $3 million.”? Mr Joy 
said planned improvements to train operations would 
reduce the deficit to $2 million, but V/Line would 
soon face major maintenance works on the line. 


Mr Joy said the main interstate trains such as the 
Spirit of Progress were also struggling to meet the 
Government’s requirement that passenger trains cover 
50 per cent of their costs. ‘‘Passenger trains on stan- 
dard gauge in Victoria cannot contribute much for 
track and signalling’, he said. ‘‘They presently lose 
over $8 million per annum.” Mr Joy said it was easier 
for governments to set goals than for railway manage- 
ment to achieve them. 


‘“‘The large proportion of Melbourne - Sydney tra- 
vellers who drive their cars on the journey have con- 
vinced the Commonwealth Government that they 
want a perfect road’’, he said. (AC, IBB) 


Under threat: The Rochester and Elmore railway sta- 
tions could be under threat of downgrading following a 
review of operations by V/Line. Australian Railways 
Union organiser, Mr Jim Macnamara will meet V/Line 
officials in Bendigo to discuss any possible threat. Mr 
Macnamara said he would ask V/Line if there was any 
truth that it was planned to close the stations. 

Concern has been expressed about the possibility in 
a number of quarters, with some Elmore residents 
already expressing their concern to MLA for Rodney, 
Mr Eddie Hann. Mr Hann’s office said he had received 
a number of letters and had contacted the Minister for 
Transport, Mr Tom Roper about the matter. At the 
time of publishing he had not received a reply to his 
inquiry. 

V/Line’s regional operations manager said there 
were no firm plans being made for alterations to staff- 
ing at either station at this stage. He said V/Line was 
looking at what could be done and all stations in the 
state were under review. No decision had been made 
on either location, he said. (FS) 


Huge backlog of faulty trains places services under 
threat: Some suburban rail services could be aban- 
doned because of growing mechanical problems with 
MetRail’s train fleet and long delays in maintenance at 
the Jolimont railway workshops. 

Up to 50 services a day have been cancelled in recent 
weeks. Many of them are due to a big backlog of faulty 
trains in the workshops. The Goverment’s aim is to 
reduce train cancellations to five a day by June. Rail- 
way sources said that about 34 suburban trains were 
out of service for repairs and claimed that the figure 
could double within a month unless the backlog was 
cleared.

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Others said some trains were missing their regular 
maintenance checks so that services could continue to 
operate. One train is said to have operated for 62,000 
kilometres, even though it was due to be serviced after 
32,000 kilometres. The Australian Federated Union of 
Locomotive Enginemen, which represents train dri- 
vers, believes about 30 trains still operating are over- 
due for service. ‘‘That’s about 30 potential train 
failures’’, said the union’s Victorian secretary, Mr Ken 
Matthews. 

“It can’t go on too much longer’, Mr Matthews 
said. ‘‘Either management addresses the problem 
quickly or they will ... have to shut down about half 
the system because there aren’t enough trains to run 
the service.’ The Victorian secretary of the Australian 
Transport Officers Federation, Mr Brian Klemm, said 
he believed one of the main problems was a shortage 
of maintenance staff. ‘‘No more trains could be held at 
the Jolimont workshops’’, said Mr Klemm. ‘‘They 
were totally chock-a-block.”’ 

The Australian Railways Union could not be con- 
tacted for comment, but its state secretary, Mr Joe Sib- 
beras, has claimed repeatedly that staff shortages and 
poor management are seriously affecting rail services. 
Although permanent cancellations have not been 
introduced, several railway sources confirmed that the 
program was one option if the maintenance problems 
continued. Other measures also are being considered, 
though details were not available. 

If permanent cancellations did occur, the first targets 
probably would be a series of ‘supplementary’ services 
built into rail schedules to help relieve heavy loads on 
regular trains. Among the supplementary services is 
the 07 17 train from Ringwood, which, until recently, 
was cancelled almost daily. 

Most of the mechanical problems are believed to be 
with Melbourne’s new Comeng trains and the silver 
Hitachi models introduced in the early 1970s. These 
trains represent about 80 per cent of the metropolitan 
train fleet. Among the faults affecting trains are 
cracked wheel bogies and gearbox cases, electrical 
problems with alternators and a rapid wearing down of 
wheels. Bogies are the frames used to carry wheels. 

The wheel problems are among MetRail’s main con- 
cerns, as they could cause derailments. Railway 
officials are so worried about wheel wear that they 


have formed a special taskforce to investigate the 
problem and have appointed a project team to speed up 
the program. 

The Minister for Transport, Mr Roper, could not be 
contacted for comment, but earlier, in a prepared state- 
ment, he announced a new program to overcome 
another constant problem at MetRail — the collapse of 
overhead power lines on the Belgrave and Lilydale 
lines. 

Mr Roper blamed former Liberal governments for 
poor maintenance of the railway system, and said the 
Cain Government would spend $8.2 million this year 
upgrading overhead wiring on suburban rail lines. 
(Age, IBB) 


Shunter’s strikes: Through April rail operations were 
disrupted by shunters’ bans and strikes in response to 
plans to reduce the cost of rail operation by rationalis- 
ing shunting and reducing overtime. On Tues.25.3 and 
Wed.26.3 snap strikes were called at Spencer St 
passenger yard. On Thurs.3.4 the strike flared, and 
there was speculation about how the Overland would 
depart with no van at the rear, and no shunter to place 
one there. On Fri.4.4 commuter trains were terminat- 
ing at suburban termini. The Vinelander on Thurs.3.4 
ran with no sleepers. On Sat.5.4 Sunshine station held 
the Overland, an N set and several H sets. The shun- 
ters called off the strike affecting passenger trains, and 
the Overland was brought to Spencer St at 15 30. The 
strike continued to affect suburban trains and freight 
services into the next week. (RBS) 


MTA late-night services: Last New Year’s Eve there 
were riots in Melbourne, and part of the blame was 
levelled at MTA for not providing early morning ser- 
vices to clear the city of its drunks. Because of this, 
MTA provided early morning services on Sun.2.3.86 
after the conclusion of the Moomba ‘Danz on the 
Streetz’ concert. Between 02 30 and 03 02, two trains 
were provided on each of the lines: Lilydale (both 
through), Belgrave (one through, one change at Ring- 
wood), Glen Waverley, Dandenong, Frankston, 
Sandringham, Broadmeadows, St Albans, Werribee, 
Epping and Eltham. Despite this, there were still riots 
in Melbourne on the morning of 2.3! (S2199/86, 
AATTC)

Goulburn Valley: V/Line, the transport body which 
seems to run more buses in this area than trains, is 
looking up. Since the start of the year patronage of 
train and coach services in the Goulburn Valley has 
increased by a marvellous six per cent. 

V/Line puts it down to a reorganisation of the public 
transport system, along with two new coach services to 
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Melbourne. There are luxury rides in either choice of 
travel. ‘‘The five star air conditioned coaches comple- 
ment the easy-going armchair ride on the passenger 
trains’, a V/Line press release says. 

General manager of passenger services, Mr Len 
Harper, says Goulburn Valley people wanted more 
from their public transport system. ‘‘V/Line’s market 
research has shown that people in the Goulburn Valley 
want more co-ordinated public transport and a range of 
services at their preferred times.’’ (FS) 


6-car H set test: On Tues.4.3 a test train ran from 
Spencer St yard to Wallan and back to Melbourne, con- 
sisting of two H sets with P class loco at each end work- 
ing in multiple via the control cables which the car- 
riages retained in their conversion from suburban emu 
cars. The special departed at 10 10. The rear loco was 
not crewed. A similar working was used for the 
inaugural train for the restoration of passenger trains 
to Leongatha, but on that occasion a driver was carried 
in the rear cab just in case the system failed. (RBS) 


Numurkah - Shepparton special pass.: Further to 
Mar.86, p.87, on Sun.27.10.85, V/Line ran five return 
trips between Numurkah and Shepparton as a promo- 
tional exercise based on the opening of upgraded 
facilities at the two stations. Two N sets were used, 
with A62 at the north end and A77 at the south end. 
The first special departed Numurkah at 10 15 and the 
last departed at 15 20. The train was brought empty 
from Cobram, and was formed by the Sat. night Down 
Cobram, which is normally a single set.

Easter: Two things delayed the departure of the 16 51 
Traralgon from Flinders St on Thurs.27.3 (day before 
Good Friday). The loco on the 15 52 arrival Traralgon, 
which normally runs round and hauls the Down train, 
had failed, and a replacement L class had to be found. 
In addition, platform 1 was occupied by a suburban 
train at 1651 due to the temporary closure of the 
Burnley underground loop. L1158 attached to the cars 
in platform 1 West at 1657 and docked them at 17 04, 
and the train left at 17 11. There were about 10 spare 
economy seats (20 spare in first class) and there would 
have been standing passengers after Dandenong. 

On the same day, the 21 25 Traralgon was the least 
punctual train on departure from Spencer St. The 
18 40 Up Traralgon arrived 46 minutes late at 21 48 
with L1170 hauling L1169 dead; there was an efficient 
drop on move with L1157, and the Down train left at 
2159. There were 59 passengers beyond Pakenham. 

The punctuality of Up afternoon Bairnsdale services 
over the holiday period was poor, and as the Up train 
forms the Down Bairnsdale train in Melbourne, this 
service also suffered. On Easter Monday 31.3, the Up 
Gippslander with L-BG-BS-BS-BRS-ACZ-D passed 
Trafalgar 22 minutes late, and the Down train that 
night was 47 late. The second Up Bairnsdale train, run- 
ning to a modified Sunday timetable, passed Trafalgar 
22 minutes late at 19 47 with L-BEa/c-BS-BRS-ACZ- 
D. On Easter Tues.1.4., the Up Gippslander was a 
double set with only one loco — L-BN-BRN-ACN-BS- 
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BS-BRS-ACZ-D — and 25 minutes late at Trafalgar; 
the evening Down Bairnsdale was about 30 late. 


Sunday trains: The Sunday Up Bairnsdale services are 
not good timekeepers either; on 6.4 L-BS-BS-BS-BRS- 
ACZ-D on the 14 15 Up was 26 late at Trafalgar and on 
20.4 the 1705 Up Bairnsdale was 15 late, some of 
which was due to changing engines at Traralgon (nor- 
mally three T locos through). The Sunday morning 
Down train was 18 late on 30.3 (L on double set), 22 
late on 13.4 (diesel hauled) and 10 late on 27.4. 


Trafalgar: This station was switched in for short 
periods on most weekdays in April, mainly for shunt- 
ing goods trains (superphosphate traffic). The most 
common times for shunts were about 10 00 on the Up 
and 18 00 on the Down. This meant that the one man 
on duty worked a great deal of overtime, often up to a 
12-hour shift for the day. Occasionally, the Up goods 
in the morning would be overtaken by the Up Tra- 
ralgon pass. due 1014. On Tues.15.4, the yard was 
shunted by a switch trip from Moe which arrived at 
10 30 then returned engine and van after the Down 
pass. On Thurs.17.4, an Up goods shunted at 22 00, 
and the station was switched in by a man from Yar- 
ragon. On Thurs.24.4, an Up goods with two T locos 
was shunting at 12 30; there was even a shunt on 
Anzac Day. 

A move more like model railway operation than real 
railway operation occurred on Wed.16.4 when a Down 
goods was at Trafalgar at 18 00 to shunt off one truck, 
and, as soon as it left, another goods which had been 
waiting at Yarragon came along to shunt off one truck. 
However as the vehicle was marshalled incorrectly, the 
second shunt didn’t occur (this was during the time of 
shunters’ strikes in Melbourne). 

On Sat.5.4 Trafalgar was switched in to hold the 
Down Gippsilander after a bus ran off the Princes Hwy 


Steamrail Depot on Sat.19.4.86. (John Dare) 
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over the railway line. On 21.4, the panel was switched 
in all day as there was a signalman under instruction. 


Weekend operation of T locos: Normally, Gippsland 
passenger trains have L locos as far as Traralgon and 
two T locos beyond. However, to save expenses on 
Sunday, one Bairnsdale train has been operated 
throughout with three Ts (larger locos can’t be used 
because they cannot cross the river bridge at Strat- 
ford). At present the three Ts are scheduled to run the 
17 15 Down Traralgon on Saturday, then continue to 
Bairnsdale on the following train that night, and return 
on the 17 05 Up Bairnsdale on Sunday. At present the 
1705 Up is booked as S set + N set (although the N 
set was noted empty and locked on two occasions in 
April); the N set gets to Bairnsdale by attaching with 
the three T locos at Traralgon on Saturday nights. 

When the 17 15 Traralgon operates on public holi- 
days (and a Sunday is not the following day), it nor- 
mally gets L locos which have to wait time on the diesel 
schedule. One strange move was Sat.19.4 when the 
17 15 Traralgon had an L (on the diesel schedule) and 
the following 1805 Bairnsdale had a B (on an L 
schedule). The B returned on the 08 10 Up Traralgon 
the next morning, double-heading with an X. 


Carriage sets: On most days in April the 5-car S sets 
had all five cars, although the morning Up Bairnsdale 
on Thurs.17.4 had only four cars, and this set ran a car 
short for a few days. On Fri.11.4 the 15 43 and 21 25 
Down Traralgon (same roster) were run by CD-AEa/ 
c-BRS-BS-BS; these trains are normally an N set. 


Anzac weekend traffic: On Thurs.24.4, the 1651 
Down Traralgon arrived at Warragul with standing 
passengers. More surprising was the 1715 Traralgon 
on Anzac Day, which had a number of standees at 
Dandenong. (SRMcL)

60, 61, 62, 63, 64, 65, 66, 68, 69, 70, 71, 73, 74, 75, 
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76, 77, 79, 81, 82, 83, 84, 85, 87 and 89 (63 vehicles). 
Some of the missing vehicles have been scrapped or 
converted. 


First series Harris terminal trailer carriages were 
numbered from 501BT to 530BT, and second series 
vehicles were 531BT-560BT, duplicating numbers of 
motor carriages. These have been renumbered by 
adding 2000, thus avoiding both Comeng Ms and Har- 
ris Ms. Cars renumbered by January include: 25- 02, 
15, 19, 35, 39, 40, 51 and 60 (8 vehicles). 


First series Harris trailer carriages were numbered 
from 601T to 690T. They are being renumbered by 
adding 2000 to keep clear of Comeng Ms. Cars renum- 
bered by January include: 26- 04, 05, 06, 12, 20, 24, 
38, 42, 45, 52, 54, 58, 86 (13 vehicles). 


Second series Harris trailer carriages numbered from 
801T to 890T. Although there is no clash, they are also 
being renumbered by adding 2000, the renumbered 
cars including: 28- 02, 07, 13, 25, 26, 37, 43, 45, 46, 
49, 50, 58, 63, 64, 67, 83, 88 and 89 (18 vehicles). 

Harris second series motor carriages retain their 
numbers 701M to 790M, and the final ten retain 791M 
to 800M. The power-door long Harris trailers 891T to 
896T have all been converted to H carriages for LH 
sets. 


The airconditioned rebuilt Harris carriages were 
901M to 908M, which became 601M - 608M but have 
now reverted to 901M - 908M, and 1501T to 1508T, 
which have now become 3501T to 3508T. 


The Hitachi motor carriages number from 1 
upwards, with no clash now that Comeng trailers have 
been renumbered 1001 upwards and swingdoor 
motors scrapped. 

The Hitachi driving trailers numbered from 301, but 
have been rebuilt as ordinary trailers. 

The Hitachi trailers numbered from 901 upwards, 
spilling into the 1000s as extra trailers were converted 
from driving trailers. They have now been renumbered 
by adding 1000, thus keeping clear of renumbered 
Comeng trailers. By January, cars renumbered 
included: 19- 07, 16, 22, 25, 26, 28, 31, 34, 36, 37, 40, 
44,51, 52, 58, 59, 62, 70, 75, 76, 81, 82, 86, 88, 92, 96 
and 99, and 20- 04, 06, 07, 09 and 10 (32 vehicles).

Mildura: New roundabouts have been installed at the 
intersections of Benetook Ave and 11th Street, and 
San Mateo Ave and 8th Street where the railway bet- 
ween Irymple and Mildura crosses each crossroad 
diagonally. The new roundabouts are unique in that 
motorists making a right-hand turn are obliged to cross 
the railway twice. Workmen are constructing new 
points for installation at the Down end of Mildura 
yard. The present arrangement involves a well-worn 
set of compound points. It appears the new configura- 
tion will eliminate this feature. (BMcL) 


Portland Resignalling: Following last month’s item, 
more information has been provided on this project. 

The outer home signal situated on the Up side of the 
Darts Rd level-crossing is now a two position colour 
light signal replacing the former two position 
semaphore. The staff locked points at PHT junction 
have been replaced by a 60 kg set, which now lies nor- 
mal to the exchange sidings rather than to Portland sta- 
tion as did the previous set. The new points are staff 
locked and fitted with a ‘Model B Mechanical Switch- 
man Pettibone Corp., Chicago, USA’. 

In the Portland station area, the plunger locking and 
detection equipment fitted to the No.1/No.2 and dock 
platform points have been removed and replaced with 
hand locking bars. The colour light departure signal, 
which prevented unnecessary operation of the flashing 
lights at the Kennedy St level-crossing, has been 
removed. The semaphore home signals, one arrival 
and one departure which were situated between the 
Kennedy St and Garden St level-crossings, have been 
removed. (IG) 


Camberwell train stabling: As part of the plan to 
eliminate Jolimont railway yards by decentralising train 
stabling, the MTA wants to develop stabling sidings for 
five trains on the site of Camberwell goods yard and 
also to provide staff amenities. 


East Camberwell works depot: A base which can hold 
temporary facilities for railway maintenance crews has 
been constructed at East Camberwell on the north side 
of the line. The site was part of the alignment of the 
former Outer Circle line, and is close to the con- 
spicuous grey substation. 


Hawthorn station: The $400,000 renovation of 
Hawthorn station was to be completed in May 1986. 
The building is classified by the National Trust, so the 
work has restored the exterior while developing 
modern amenities inside. 


Harcourt station: The building at the closed station of 
Harcourt (between Castlemaine and Bendigo) has 
been converted to house the studio of Goldfields Com- 
munity Access Radio 3CCC-FM. The radio station 
began broadcasting in April 1982. As the express to 
Bendigo barrels past, the building vibrates but the 
mikes never pick up the sound. People are welcome to 
drop in at the studio when they want to, and during the 
easy-listening sessions on Sunday afternoons up to 30 
locals will crowd in. Affixed to the wall is a 3CCC 
nameboard in pseudo-railway style. (Sun 12.3.86 p.38) 


Langi Logan electric staff: Langi Logan (between 
Ararat and Maroona on the Portland line) was dis- 
established as an electric staff station on 14.11.85. 
(A1078/85) 
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Spencer St booking office: Remodelling of the main 
country booking office at Spencer St commenced on 
13.12.85. 


Frankston line resignalling: By Feb. 86, three-posi- 
tion colour-light signals were in use between 
Cheltenham and Parkdale, but double-line block 
remained between Parkdale and Mordialloc. 


Stony Point line station alterations: By Feb. 86, at 
Tyabb the toilets had been demolished and a bus 
shelter had been erected. At Somerville, the wooden 
building had been replaced with an aluminium building 
and a concrete base had been poured for what may 
become a new toilet block. At Hastings, the wooden 
station building had been replaced with an aluminium 
building. At Bittern, the wooden building had been 
replaced with a bus shelter. At Crib Point, a concrete 
base had been poured for what may become a new 
toilet block. Some repair work had been undertaken on 
the wooden building at Stony Point. 


Bacchus Marsh improvements: When observed on 
Sun.6.4.86, the Bacchus Marsh signalbox was being 
repainted in a sand/cream colour.to match the painted 
exterior of the recently-upgraded main station build- 
ing. The dock platform track had been covered with 
earth filling at the bufferstop end to increase the 
amount of carparking space. 


Shepparton crossings: Work commenced on 
Mon.9.2.86 replacing flashing lights with boom bar- 
riers located at Whyndam St and Fryers St crossings. 
Also a two colour searchlight signal has been fitted on 
the Down side of the Whyndam St crossing in conjunc- 
tion with the new work. The work at present (5.4.86) is 
progressing very slowly. (MT) 


Fence completed: An enclosed fence at the Down end 
of Shepparton station was completed on 12.1.86. The 
area is to store gangers’ trolleys and equipment while 
not in use. 


Toolamba - Mooroopna upgrade: The main line 
between Toolamba and Mooroopna has recently been 
upgraded. 80lb rail has been replaced by 90lb con- 
tinuous welded rail, fitted to the existing sleepers. The 
work has been carried out to allow the running of 
heavier trains and to obtain a faster speed for 
passenger trains. At the end of March, work was com- 
pleted replacing a section of track in No.6 road at Shep- 
parton station, between the Freight gate entrance, to 
the High St rail crossing, then joining the main line 
(Down end). The light line rail was ripped up along 
with the sleepers and a heavier rail was used, fitted to 
new sleepers. The section is approximately 150 metres 
in length. (MT)

Main line Magic — ARE Video: ARE Video have 
released a 59 minute video tape on the running of two 
R class locomotives, R761 and R766 to Ararat via 
North Geelong and Ballarat on 8th September, 1985. 

The film shows the previous days preparation of the 
two locomotives and the morning departure from 
Spencer St. 

Highlights of the video include parallel running on 
the Geelong line including the photostop at Manor 
Quarry. This section also includes a large percentage of 
aerial photography from a helicopter together with a 
comprehensive support group of cameramen both 
trackside and on the trains. 

At North Geelong, the trains join for a high speed 
run to Ballarat and Ararat again with highlights that 
include the crossing of the Moorabool viaduct and a 
photostop at Meredith.

I would like to know when the stations listed below 
closed to all traffic: Nilma, Darnum, Loy Yang, 
Montgomery, Lindenow, Nicholson, Bumberrah, 
Claybank, Mossiface, Colquhoun, Manor, Marshall, 
Grovedale, Pettavel, Buckley, Armytage, Warncourt, 
irrewarra, Locksley and Winton. (CJB) 


Answers: 

In the March 1986 edition of Newsrail under ‘Taildisc’ 

a reader queried the eventual fate of the Pullman car- 

riages imported for use on the Overland. The follow- 

ing, to the best of my knowledge, is the current state of 
affairs. 

Adelaide dining car — currently owned by the STA of 
SA and stored in the Adelaide yard north carriage 
shed along with Commissioners’ car Murray and the 
Vice-regal car. The vehicles can all be hired out for 
special occasions and are all recorded on the State 
heritage list. This vehicle is still in original condition 
and has been well looked after. 

Mt. Lofty and Macedon — Sleeping cars — sold to the 
Commonwealth Railways for use on the Trans Aust. 
Railway. The CR converted them to standard gauge 
4-wheel bogies before retiring them to the back lot at 
Port Augusta for a number of years. They were then 
converted to ‘freezer’ vans for use on supply trains. 
The windows were rivetted over with steel plate, a 
large compressor unit installed at one end and a new 
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door inserted one-third of the way along. The two 
cars are now bare steel plate (all paint work 
removed) and coded ‘DPB’. Australian National 
Railways is lettered along each side above the win- 
dow ridges, which suggests that the conversion took 
place 5 to 10 years ago. When not in use they are 
stored in the Port Augusta workshops or alongside 
the ‘employee co-op. store’. Even after the conver- 
sion the excellent workmanship in these cars can still 
be seen. 

Several issues back you outlined the locations of SAR 

500, 600 and 700 steel carriages, some of which are in 

Victoria. I would like to advise you that car ‘715’ is now 

located at the ‘Steamranger’ (ARHS SA Div.) depot at 

Dry Creek. It is awaiting restoration. Exterior metal 

work is in poor condition containing large rust holes, 

with some interior water damage. It is still in its original 

SAR livery. 

Some ex-Victorian carriages have found their way to 

SA. It may be of interest to some of your readers, the 

ones that I know of are: 

BE16, 18 and 24 — ‘Steamranger’ Dry Creek. 
Regularly used on their train services. In good condi- 
tion and have all been recently repainted. 

BE42 — Mile End Railway Museum, static display 
which is in good condition. 

‘Steamranger’ also has the following joint SAR/VR 

sleepers. 

Finnis — excellent condition, restored and in use. 

Angas — under restoration due to the fire while in 
SAR service in 1976. 

Tambo — awaiting restoration but is currently in poor 
condition. 

Privately owned joint stock sleepers. 

Onkaparinga — \ocated in a school at Aldgate on its 
original bogies. Has been well looked after and pro- 
tected being stored under some tall pine trees. 

Baderloo — On a private property at Littlehampton 
without bogies. In poor condition due to excessive 
weathering. (CD) 


In answer to the question asked in last month’s 
Newsrail re the ‘‘Restored Tait Train’ article the 
author was Allan French. The article was incorrectly 
credited to POT. Two other articles — ‘‘The Camper- 
down Centenarian’’, Dec. 1983 and ‘‘Wangaratta 
Derailment’’, June 1985 were also written by Allan 
French, but went uncredited.
